With three cases of typhoid
fever reported last week, a
“Typhoid Mary” has been found
in Los Angeles County but be.
fore her activities could be re-
stricted she had spread the di-
sease to several people through-
out the area, according to Dr.
Henry C. Smiley, Torrance Dis-
trict health officer, bringing the
total number of cases reported
to date this year to 34 as against
the five year average of 26 for
the same period.

“While 34 cases of this disease
should not be construed as an
epidemic,” Doctor Smiley said,
“yet it is 34 too many in com-
munities that have adequate sani-
tation and sewerage.”
